Suggestions for 
Destruction of 
House Fly Pest 
The annual campaign wigged for 
destruction of the fly is now on. 
Since this represents one of the 
major sanitary problems during the 
summer 
months, 
the 
following 
auggeetions by R. R. Rep pert, en­ 
tomologist of the Extension Serv­ 
ice, will be found of value: 
One of the find means of elimi­ 
nating the danger of the fly & the 
heme ie to prevent it* breeding 
and multiplication by defraying 
the conditions which ar* favorable 
to this. 
Since th* larvae develop 
in stable m anure, decaying vegeta 
Me and animal m atter, it is ne ce a 
nary that all refuse from the kitch­ 
en and other 
near-by 
buildings 
should 
be 
removed 
promptly. 
Treatm ent of refuse arith fifteen 
pounds of iron sulphate per IOO 
pound# will 
prevent the breed­ 
ing of maggots. When stable a»an- 
ure can ant be promptly remov­ 
ed, it should be gored in a sc rear­ 
ed building or placed in a pit and 
kept Hooded arith water to drown 
the maggots. 
Garbage should be 
(dared in a fly proof receptacle. 
A aether common aman i of con­ 
trolling the fly, especial!v after it 
ha* m atured, is by the use of 
traps. This may he said to include 
•aker 
poison or mechanical de­ 
vice*. 
Flies may be kilted before 
they have opportunity of deposit­ 
ing maggots by painting the side

I COMMERTS OS ELEVATIOS OF I

COLLEGE STATION, June 14. 
State forestry activities, under the 
administrative control 
of the A. 
and M. College of Texas now con­ 
stitutes one of the four major di­ 
visions of the College aa the re­ 
sult of a ruling in a recent meet­ 
ing of the Board of Directors of 
the College. E. 0. Siecke, head of 
the department, has been designat­ 
ed director of the new division. It 
Hqb been given the same official 
rank as the Extension Service and 
the Experiment Station 
divisions 
of the CoHcge. 
In commenting on the action of 
the Board of Directors, Mr. Siecke 
who has been State Forrester for 
eight years, said: 
“The action of 
the Board will be extremely grat­ 
ifying to the members of the Texas 
Forestry Association and to many 
other friends of the forestry devel­ 
opment. 
A realisation that 
our 
forestry problems must have at­ 
tention and that a wise forestry 
policy must be prepared and inau­ 
gurated 
is 
rapidly 
spreading 
among the land owners concerned, 
the Legislators 
and 
other inter­ 
ests”. 
Inaugurated by the State Legis­ 
lature in 1916, state forestry has 
made consistent progress and the 


personnel has grown to five techni­ 
cal and 44 non-technical employes. 
Chief lines of endeavor embrace 
forest fire 
prevention 
and sup­ 
pression work, 
general education 
efforts to speed devlopment of a 
constructive forestry policy 
and 
the rendering of assistance to Tex­ 
as farmers in the proper manage­ 
ment of their timberland and the 
establishment of 
windbreaks a**4 
farm groves. 
Approximately 
96 
per cent of the work 
of the de­ 
partment is educational. 
In the opinion of 
Mr. 
Siecke, 
there is a large field for forestry 
development in the state, 
as the 
lumber industry of Texas is ex­ 
ceeded by that of only six other 
states. 
“A special forestry com­ 
mittee, authorised by the Legisla­ 
ture and appointed by the Gover­ 
nor, has submitted comprehensive 
suggestions as to a state forestry 
policy and it is expected that a 
constitutional 
amendment neces­ 
sary to inaugurate this policy will 
be submitted to the people of Tex­ 
as by the next Legislature ”, Mr. 
Siecke said. 
He believes that economic fac­ 
tors will force Texas 
adequately 
to support state forestry activities 
on a par with similar departments 
in the leading forest states.

visit to D- Angona’s fine little farm 
of a hundred or two acres would 
reveal great trellises of the finest 
grapes that ever tickled the gus­ 
tatory nerve of man; 
pears and 
plums, crimsoned by the kiss of a 
June sunshine, beckoning to the 
observer to partake of their won­ 
derful flavor, and mark their early 
and prolific production. 
Among 
the long rows of young plum trees, 
one—two years old and less than 
four feet high—was observed to 
have 75 large plums set on it. The 
many varieties of grapes seemed 
to be vicing with 
each other in 
yields that burdened their trellises. 
Figs grow most luxuriantly, a va­ 
riety known to the Italian farmers 
in their native country seeming to 
take preference over other varie­ 
ties because of their wonderful fla­ 
vor and apparent disease resisting 
qualities. 
Mr. Angona, ais well as 
other Brazos Bottom 
fanners, is 
giving considerable attention to 
the development of the pecan in­ 
dustry. 
His son, Tony, is doing a 
very fine piece of work propagat­ 
ing paper shell varieties on to na­ 
tive pecan trees. So successful has 
he been in this work that he has 
already had calls to come to other 
parts of the state and do similar 
work. 
When the Brazos Bottoms 
are given over to truck and fruit 
and a safe and safie diversifica­ 
tion, the prosperity of her people 
and the fame of this section will 
be assured forever and a day. Who 
is ready to start the promotion? 
B razos W ill F aad H e rse lf, 
The great stacks of oats, alfal­ 
fa, patches and fields of sorghums, 
and the extensive late plantings of 
Darso, Hegari, Sudan, etc., all in 
dicate that Brazos county is en­ 
deavoring to “feed herself” this 
year.

Ferguson Opposes 
Boni 
Val 
(By Associated Press) 
WICHITA FALLS, June 16.— 
James E. Ferguson, speaking here 
last night in behalf of his wife’s 
Candidacy for governor, declared 
that those seeking bond validation 
“are trying to saddle back on the 
people of 
Texas $100,000,000 in 
bonds which the supreme court has 
said you don’t owe”. 
Undaunted by the fact that 
large crowd assembled to hear him 
had melted to one-third before 
downpour of rain, Ferguson devot­ 
ed a considerable portion of his 
speech to answer to that of Dan 
Moody here Monday night and to 
J. A. Kemp, who introduced Moody 
and who issued a statement against 
Ferguson’s 
candidacy 
Saturday 
night- 
Governor Ferguson spoke for a 
few- 
minutes 
from a prepared 
speech during the exodus before 
the first downpour of rain. 
Dur­ 
ing the noise there were frequent 
call for ‘louder”. 
“ If you’ll 
hush 
hollering I’ll 
make you hear,” was the speaker’s 
response. 
The governor was introduced by 
F. W. Fischer of Wichita Falls, and 
C. C. McDonald of Wichita Falls 
introduced James E. Ferguson, de­ 
claring he would “leave it to the 
crowd if the governor did not get 
more applause here in ten minutes 
than Dan Moody got all night. 
Ferguson charged that Kemp, aa 
representative of New York bond 
brokers, 
was 
anxious to obtain 
bond validation in the interest of 
his clients. 
He said he had no per 
sonal grudge against him, hut that 
Kemp was getting old. 
lf the bonds which the supreme 
court has said the people “don’t 
owe” are saddled back upon them, 
the speaker declared, “your chil 
dren will curse the day”. 
The speaker charged Attorney 
General Moody with “bringing on” 
the hond tangle. 
He 
said 
that 
Moody approved the hond issues 
after being warned that the su 
prenn court would hold them in 
valid. 
“ He let the Archer county 
j run over him because he was 
too ignorant to help himself,” Fer­ 
guson declared. 
Attack* Moody'* Record. 
The speaker devoted a largo per 
tion of his speech to matters cov­ 
ered before, including the Highway 
contracts, which 
Moody has at­ 
tacked, Moody’s war and scholastic 
record, Moody’s rating in Martin­ 
dale^ law directory and what he 
termed the impossibility of Moody 
going into the governor’s chair 
Dom the attorney general’* office. 
Ferguson declared he did not 
intend to let Kemp “make a bond 
broker’s office out of the gover­ 
nor’s office,” any more than he 
was g ting to let “a filling station 
or lumber yard” he made of it. 
After the speaking, newspaper 
reporters followed Ferguson to his 
hotel and asked him to repeat his 
statement regarding the validation 
on the bonds. 
He said that as 
near as he could recall he said: 
“Do you understand what this 
bond validation meant? 
It means 
that they want the governor to 
call the legislature in special ses­ 
sion and without 
submitting the 
question to the people, have the 
legislature validate $100,000,000 
in bonds which the supreme court 
of the United States has said are 
void and which the people do net 
owe.”
